AllhouRh there Is no power controveray In 
the territory served by the Idaho Power com- 
pany, any privately owned public utility haa 
every reason to be on Its guard against gov- 
ernment encroachments nowadays. 

It l5 particularly obvious that the lederal 
government ix trying to get control ot the na- 
tion's power facilities. Its dogged determina- 
tion to force a Columbia Valley authority 
upon the northwest Is the best evidence. 

In this connection It was Interesting to note 
one paragraph In the Idaho Power company's 
lost annual statement: 

"We have endeavored to keep the public 
fully Informed as to the elements which make 
up the cost of electric service. A privately 
owned tax-paying utility such as oura obtains 
Its capital on Its own credit. A federally II- 
nanceti system not only enjoys tax exemption 
but obtains Its funds by the use of the credit 
of the taxpayers of the nation, which auto- 
matically results In lower Interest rates. 
These two handicaps alone arc equivalent to 
40 per cent of the total operating revenues of 
our company, and it Is Inconceivable that our 
federal government, which owes Its existence 
to the ability to tax, with Indebtedness in ex- 
cess of $260,000,000,000, and uncertain Hblllty 
to maintain a balanced budget, should con- 
tinue to threaten a tox^paylng utility! or any 
other business, with such unfair competi- 
tion." 

During Itjf SO.ycars of existence, the Idaho 
Power company has paid $27,S35,583 in fed- 
eral, state and local taxes. The company's 
total taxes lor 1946 amounted to $2,426,163— 
, or, In other words. 20 cents of every dollar 
of operating revenues paid by the company's ■ 
customers. 

It would make s difference If the privately 
owned companies didn't have to pay these , 
taxes. They'd make the tax-free government- 
operated projects look alUyl 



CRITICISM. BUT NO SOLUTION 
The excited, almost hysterical senate de- 
bate on David E. Lillenthol's sppolntmeQt to 
the atomic energy commission called forth 
some slanned criticism ot the so-called 
Acheson-Llllenthal report by Sen. Robert A. 
Toft. Ho called It a "most extraordinary 
plan" which offered no basis for saying that 
Mr. LlUenthal had contributed to the solution 
of the atom bomb problem. 

Mr. Taft seemed alarmed that, under this 
plan, an International atomic development 
authority would build bomb plants In Russia 
to balance those In America. He seemed even 
more alarmed at the thought that the au- 
thority would take over our plants and oper- 
ate them "with international personnel, Rus- 
sians, If you please, who would find exactly 
how the whole thing hod to bo operated." 

There are a few other details, however, 
which Mr. Talt failed to mention. The au- 
thority's International personnel would In- 
clude Americans. They would be Involved in 
the operation of American plants. They would 
also be Involved In the operation ot plants 
In Russia and other countries. 

Perhaps, os Mr. Taft suggests, this doesn't 
solve the atom bomb problem— though he Is 
scarcely accurate In blaming rir. LlUenthal 
- alone for the failure. He was chairman of a 
J) board of consultants that aided a five-man 
r, committee, headed by Undersecretary of 

■ State Dean Acheson, which James F. Byrnes, 
then secretary, appointed to study the prob- 
lems of atomic energy control. 

i All 10 members contributed to the report, 
i It won the opproval of President Truman. 
, Mr. Byrnes, the congressional atomic energy 
committees, and Bernard Baruch and his 
associates. After their careful study and con- 
sultation. It was used as the basis for the 
more extended plan which this government 
offered the United Nations. 

The Acheson-Llllenthal group discarded 
the Idea of treaty agreements and national 
' Inspection — which Russia favors — as putting 
£ to much strain on a nation's good faith and 
■; t<Jo much strain on Its neighbors' confidence. 
It discarded a control system based only on 

i. ; international inspection as a super-humonly 
, difficult Job, and because the "police" would 
■ know less about atom-bomb building than 
those they were policing. 
The group finally decided that, for safe- 
, guards and possible benefits, the only solu- 
j\tlon was to put all dangerous aspects of 
, Atomic energy developmei^t on an Intema- 
■ .'■tlonal basis. There would be no national con- 
;trol of raw material or any research or pro- 
: ductlon capable . of turning out weapons. 
;Even the safe atomic activities carried on by 
.Individual nations would be subject to inter- 
> national inspection. 

■ It would be Interesting to hear Mr. Taft's 
^■altemaUve solution. The tone of hla criticism 
TVJndlcatea that he favors no International 

anooplng in our country and no atom bomb 
■plants In Russia. How would he achlTvo this 
and stUl keep peace In the world? How would 
he prevent atomic experiments and develop- 
ments In other countries? How does he rcluta 
: the expert scientific consensus that'll is only 
"a matter of time until other countries have 
atom bombs?
